On  the  coast  the  pecan  comes  to  its  greatest  perfection  as  a 
“Yard”  tree.  This  shows  it  requires  a well  fertilized  soil.  Trees 
should  be  planted  50  feet  apart.

Citrus  must 
always  be  defoliated.”  Nurserymen  and  purchasers  must  be  gov- 
erned by  this  ruling. 

All  citrus  will  be  pruned  to  such  height  as  will  secure  the  best 


results  in  transplanting.
